A StraNGE CArREgR.—A few days sioce the death
was appcunced in Eogland of Mr. Jobn Gaully, at the
age of eighty years. 'The deceased gentleman commer.ced
life as & butcher, bt soon turped his attention 1o pugi
lism and gained some reputation in the ring, which, fif-
ty years ago, was something bigher than it is at pre-
sent. After beating several of tbe best men ol his day,
and bearing a vast amount of punishment with exem-
plary fortitude, he relused any further fistle cacounters,
and became & book-maker and borse-traimer. llis
success, induced by his shrewdness, and, above all,
by bis honorable dealing epabled bim to invest large-
ly in valuable Lorse flesh, and to purcbase a
small estate. Then came the strargest phase of all.
T'be ex-butcher, pugilist, horse-trainer, and betting mao,
became a member of the British House of Commons,
and though it is no compliment to him to ssy he did
not disgrace his antecedents, which were certainly none
of the most hopeful for a legislator, it ie much to his
credit that in an assembly ot gentlemen be bad many
friends and no enemies. Upon retiring from parliamen-
tary life, he devoted his thne to the care of bis proper-
ty, but !o the last taking an ioterest in sporting mat-
ters. e was a remarkable instance ol how strong
common sence and sterling bonesty will enable a man to
rige to an independent pesition from the lowest ranks
of lile.

The imp-ession is general throughout the South, that
the terms of enlistment of the rumercus regiments ol
two years’ volunteers that compose this large army ex
pire simultaneously. T'his is incorrect. Lucn, of cours-,
dates irom the day on which the regimeot was muster-
ed ipto service. The first cxpires on the Tth day of
May ,and the last upon the 5thday of July, thoogh
the greater portion of the troops are to leave the ranks
in the month of Jupe. Of these po less than thirty-
eight regiments, comprising originally 30,000 mep, are
from the State ol New York alope. Ttere are, in ad-
dition, a large number of regiments of nine months’
men who enlisted in August and September last, whoee
terms ol enlistment also expire witbin the interval above
pamed. ‘I'he entire number geing out of the service,
estimating the losses to their ranks in battle, by dis-
easa and desertion, it is reasodable to infer, will not be
more than two bundred thousand.
